The Europeans have not been 
willing to do this and no now the United States is faced with shouldering 
a. larger part of the ground force* burden than they should have to. 
General Eisenhower also recognized the difficulties from a cost stand- 
point of a large increase in our military structure which will cause a 
progressively larger increase in the annual defense budget. 

He then reminisced in some detail about the background 
of our having sent troops to Europe. As he had conceived this, it had
